on the North ſide of .the J?hmus of Darien in November 1698. 
where the Spaniards, as has been fully prov'd, never had any 
poſſeſſion, and no other European Prince or' State pretends any 
Claim to it.

| -roreſcue them from Anarchy and Confuſion, by the Reſtoration 
of K. Charles Il. and above all, cur Generous and Frank Con- 
currence with them inthe late happy Revolution, and Advances 
-ment of K. William IlT., Wedid verily think that all theſe things 
delerv'd a better Treatment ; and to evince that they did, we 
ſhall begg leave to inſiſt a little upon the firſt and laſt. 

The Exg/:{h have no cauſe to think that we were ighorant of 
The Reaſon why their Politick Fexry Vil. Choſe rather to 
match his Eldeſt Daughter with the King of Scots, than with 
| "the King of France, becauſe he forefaw, that if the King of Scots 
' ſhould by that means come to the Crown of Frg/and, he would 
remove the Scar of his Government thither, which would add 
to the Grandeur and Riches of Eng/ana': Whereas if the King 
of France did by that means fall Heir ro the Eng/ifþ Crown, he 
would certainly draw the Cofirt of Englandito Paris. This the 
Scots were {o far from being ignoratt of, that many of the No- 
bility and Gentry did expreſs their diſl;ke of rhe Union of the 
Crowns, as well knowing that it would reduce our Kingdom in- 
ro a Subjection and Dependance npon England, and drain vs of 

F  wha:r 
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what Subſtance we had ; and thereſore ſome of them expreſs 
themſelves on that occaſion, that Scor/and was never Conquer'd 
tiilthen: Yer ſuch was our Zeal for the common Wellfare of 
the Iſland, the Intereſt. of the Proteſtant Religion, and of Europe 
in general, which wet:e then almoſt in as much danger by Spazry, 
as they have been ſince by France, that we quietly and freely 
parted with our King, and (ufferd him to accepr the Engliſh 


Crows, rathcr than the Nation ſhould be involv'd in War and 
Confufion, and the Proteſtant Religion .indanger'd by another Þþ 
Succeſſor, as it mult neceſſarily have. been, -had the Infanta of | 
Spain, Whole Title. was then premoted by the Popiſh Intereſt, Þ 
Succeeded, And all the reward we had for this Condeſcenſion þ 
and Kindneſs, was 2a contemptuous and di{daintul retufal, on the F 

t of England, of an Union of the Nutions when propofed, tho | 
the ſame would viſibly have tended co the Benefit of the whole | 
Ifland, the general advantage of Europe, and the ſecurity and in« | 


creaſe of the Proteſtant Intereſt, Ard our King was ſo little chank- 


ful on his part, that tho he promis'd folemaly in the Great Church 
of Edinburgs before his departure, that he would viſit his Antient Þ 


Kingdom, once in three years, he never ſaw it afcer but 'once, 
and thar not till 14 years after. - And by the influence of thar 
ſame Faction in Erg/and, who are ſtill our Enzmies, he mage 
Tnnoyations both in Church and State, contrary co the Laws of 


the Land, and his own ſolemn Oath ; which laid the founda- F 


tion-of all thoſe Ditzſters that ended in the faral Exit of his Son, 
and the ſubyerſian of the Gaverament of both Nacons. Thete 

were the'firſt Advantages we had by ths Union of che Crowns. 
His Son King Charles I, had fcarce aſcended the Throne, when 
we had new Proofs of the Diſ2dFantages we labour'd under by 
that Union; Forhe by che Adviceof ſome Enemies to our Nation, 
did in an [mperious and Arbitrary manner, ſend for our Crown, 
tho the only Monument almoſt left us of our ladependency and 
Freedom; but was generouſly anſwer'd by rim that had it in keepy 
ing, 
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keeping, That if hs would come and be Crown'd in Scotland, 
he ſhou!d. have all the Honour done him, that ever was to his 
Anceſtors ; but if he did not think it worth his while,they might

To diſcover a little ofghe unreaſonableneſs of this (ort of Treat- 
ment, we dare appeal co the ca!m thoughts of ſuch of our Neigh- 
bours in England, as prefer the Intereſt of the Publick to 
private Animolities, and fooliſh ill-grounded Piques, either 2$ 
co Church or State; whether at the time of the R=voalution, and 
before we declar'd our leives, they would not have been wil- 
ling to have aſſu:r'd themſelves of our Friendſhip, at the race of 
uniting With us as one Nation ? Had we but demurr'd upon for- 
feiting the late K. James, or made bur a Proffer of renewing our 
antient League with France, and joining with that Crown to keep 
that Prince upon the Throne of Great-Britain; they know we 
might have made whatTerms we pleas'd with the lateKing & Lon!s 
RtV. on that condition, and might have been reftor'd to all the 
Honours and Privileges that our Ancrſtors enjoy'd in France, 
which were almott equal to thole of the Natives; and yer that 
ga) !ant Nation thought it no diſparagement to them, however we 
2 deſpis'd and u:dervalued now by a certain Party in England. 
"Had we but {eexm'd to have made ſuch Overtures, the Eng/i/þ 
muſt needs have forcſeenthat the natural Conſequences of (uch 
a delizn, it it had taken cftet, mult have been theſe, viz rhe 
late King's Adherems in Eng/and would certainly have join'd 
us, 
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ns, and our Nation would have afforded them a fafe retreac, in 
. caſe of any Diſaſter, rj] chey conld have concerted Matters to 
the beſt advantage; the late King would not have yielded him- 
ſelf ach an eaſy Conqueſt, nor disbanded his Army in ſuch a 
manner as he did; Jreland had certainly never revolted, fince every 
one knows that the Reyoſution was begun, and in a great mea- 
ſure perfeted there by the S:ors of the North ; fo that England 
muſt have become the Theatre of War, been lyable to an Invaſ- 
on from France on all occaſions, would only have ſtrengrhned her 
Ferrers by ftruggling with chem, anJ expoſ'd all the Patriots of 
her Religion and Liberry ro Butchery and Deſtruion. 
Theſe muſt certainly have been the Conſequences of our ad- 
hering to the late King, and the Eng/iſh would have thought they

Armies and Juntos. by encourazing General Monk's Undertaking; for | 
it cannot be denied that we hat the Ballmmce of Europe in our hands, | 
at the time of the laſt Revolution, and that we turned the Scale to the | 


advantaze of England in particular, and of-Europe in general, which 
mult be allowed to be as great a Service, as that which was. ſo thank- 
fally rewarded by Edwazd, and William the Congueror.; whence it » 


evident that thoſe Engliſhmen; who at. preſent oppoſe our Settlement 


iu America, don't inherit the.gratitude of their Anceſtors, when they 
ot only will got allow us to trade in Conjuntion with them but withſtand 
eur deing any thing that may advance, a Trade, by our ſerucs. 

If they object that what we wid in all thoſe caſes,, was no more th 1 
our duty, and what we ow'd to our own preſervation as well as to theirs: 
t is eahe to reply, that admitting it to be ſo, yet by the Laws of GOD 
and Men People are encourazed to perform thetr Daties by Rewards; 
aud their Anceſtors were ſo ſenſible of this, that tho they knew we 
were equally coneern'dto defend the Iſland againſt foreign Invaders as

Gratitude, to reward us; which they not only did by that Honorary þ

Newuter; which tho we had realowto think many of thoje that 
oppoſed bim had no great kindneſs neither for our Civil nor Eccleftalti 


' cal Conſtitution, yet the ſence that we had of the common danger that 


eur Religion aud Liberties were in-at that tame, made HS proof againlt 
all thoſe Tentations; : ſo that after all Endeavours for a Reconciliation 
Fetwixt the King aud. Parliament of England proved unſucceſsful, 
we ſent an Army, which caſt the Ballance on the (1de of the /atter, who 
Before that time were reduced low enough by the Kings Army, as is very 
well known to. ſuch as are acquainted with the Hiſtory of thoſe times,and 
is own'd by my Loxd Holliz in his Memoirs lately publiſhed. 

But to return te the. laſt Revolution ; Tho we muſt own that 
we owe our. Deliverance to his preſent Majeſty, and were oblig'd 
in Conſcience and Honour ro-concurr with htm ; Tet who could 
have blam'd. us to have /toed upon Terms 'before we had fallen in with . 
England, E/pecially conſidering how ungrarefu'ly { nay villan- 


| ouſly ) we were treated by Cromwe? and his Party, after we had 


ſfav'd them and- the Parliameart of England, from the Scorpions 
that the Cavaliers. had prepar'd to chaſtiſe them with ; as is 
own'd by the (aid Lord-/#Z9//;s» Nor could we have been any 
way Calpable, if we. had ſtood upon higher and ſurer Terms 
with his Majeſty, Confidering how unthanifully we were abus'd and 
enſlav'd by our late Kings, for whom we had ated and ſuffer2d ſo miuch. 
And tho we mult own chart no leſs Preſent than that of onr Crows, 
was {ufficient to teſtify-our Gratitude for what the Prince of 0- 
range had done for us, yet we were under no neceitty of gratify- 
ing him in that manner, ſince our Deliverance was ctte&ted be- 
fore hand, and that he. himſelf in his Declaration, expres'd it to 
be no part of his deſign to come for the Crown, fo that our Re

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Then as to Exg/and, we were under no manner of obl[ipation 

to continue the Union with them ; We might have infilted upon 
having our King obliged to reſide as much amongff us, as among/? 
them : that we ſhould be govern d without any Confideration or reſpet 
to their Intereſt, any further than it fell in with our own. + We might 
have inſiſted upon an AR, chat we thould not be oblipg'd to at- 
tend his Mijeſty at any time acthe Courr of England, about our 
Afﬀaeoirs ; bucthat he ſhould either attend upon oue Adminiſtras 
tion in perſon pro re nata, as he does now upen the Aﬀairs of 
Holland, or lay down Methods to have his Pleaſure ſignified co 
us at Home in ſuch cafcs as it was requir'd ; "Which woutd faye 
a vaſt deal of Money annually to the Kingdom of Scotland.

| If they conſult their Hiſtories, they will find that we alwayes broke

| us in a Friendly manner : Tho we be not ſo great and powerful as 
| they, it is not impoſſible for us to find ſuch Allies as may enable us to

None of theſe things are ſuggeſted with an ill deſign to raiſe 


| Annimoſity betwixt the Nations, or to perſwade to a Separation of 
| the Crowns, but meerly to ſhew thoſe of our Neighbours, who 
uſe us ſo unkindly, that they are bound in Gratitude, Duty and 
{ Intereſt to do otherwiſe, and particularly ro ſvpport us in our 
American Settlement, and nor ro lay our King under a neceſlity 
| by their froward Humours in Parliament or otherwiſe, ro diſ- 
{ courage us in that Undertaking, as they have hitherto done, 


and continue ſtill to do in their American Colonies, by their *© 
Proclamations againſt having any Commerce or Trade with the Scots

We are not inſenſible thar the preſent Juncture of Aﬀaits obli- 
ges the Kingdom of England to carry fair with Spaiv, and may 


admit that in part as an Apology for ſome of that Oppoſition 


we have met wi.h from them ; but the queſtioning our Act of 
Parliament at firſt, and their hindering our Subſcriptions at ZHam- 
eurgh afterward, before ever they knew what our deſign was, 
make that excuſe of licrle weight: bur allowing ir ail the Force 
they would have it to bear, it may be worth their while to con- 
ſider whether ir be more their Intereſt to incourage the Spaniards 
in an unjuſt Oppoſition to our American Settlement, or to.

unavoidably became an eafter Prey to any forreipn Enemy ; tnce

Subjets, and that they ſhould treat us in other reipeds, as if 
we wereAliens;and ſometimes confiſcate Ships,by reckoning Scots 
Mariners as ſuch : So that the Zxg/i/h have not only depriv'd 
us of our Government, and the warm influences of our Court,

We know there's a Party in that Nation, who think we ſuſtain'd 
no great loſs by the removal of our Princes;” but we would wiſh 


them to conſider what a murmuring they themſelves make when 
the King goes annually to the Netberlands ( tho the fafery of Ew 
rope requires it ) becauſe of the damp ir purs upon Trade, and 


| the Money it carries out of the Kingdom. Let them conſider 
| then what ourNation hath ſuffered in that reſpet now for almoſt 
| 200: years, beſides the leflening our Eſteem in the eyes of the 
| Werld, ſo that our Honour and Subſtance are both ſwallow'd up 
| by the Kingdom of England; and yet they will neither admit us 
| to the privileges of Fellow-Subjes with themſelves, nor ſufferuy 
| to-take ſuch meaſures as may cnable us to ftand on our own bot- 
| tom. Certainly this is not the way to cſtabliſh che Peace, nor to 
| iacreaſe the Wealth of the-Iſland. 
| - <We know that it was a Maxime in ſome of the late Reigns, 
| That it would never ber well, till all chat part ' of Scotland on rhis 


fide Forth, were reduc'd to a hunting Field: but we were in hopes 
the bitterneſs of thoſe days had been paſt : yer it ſeems tharParty 
have till fo far the aſcendant amongſt our Neighbours, as 'to 
procure a publick Oppoſition to all our Endeavyours for raiſtng 
eur Nation by Trade. 

It will upon due-Examinatien be found as bad policy as it is 
Chriſtianity, to urge, as ſume of our Neighbours do, thar ir is

| therefore may be dangerous Neighbours if they grow rich and

to ſuffer thoſe advantages to fall into the hands of others, who 
are Encmies to our Religion, and common Country ; They can- 
not blame the Scots, who have made them ſacb fair Offers : And 
if our Nation ſhould miſcarry in the Attempe, they them(elves 
cannot expect ro itand long, but muſt be buricd in the common 
Ruines, and fail unpitied. 

4. If after all the Engliſh fhould continue obftlinate in their Oppo» 
fition to us, "as their late Proclamations in America, and other Paſ- 
ſages would ſeem to imply they have a mind to, the World cannot 
Blame the Scots to provide for themſelves, by ſuch other Alliances 
as they ſhall think meet, fince the Engliſh are Jo unkind, and have 
been conitantly growing upen us, eſpecially fince the Reſtoration of K ing 
Charles IIÞ ?o which we did ſo much contribute, that without our Con. 
currence, it could never have been effetted. "This will appear to be 
incontrovertibly true, it we conſider that in the time of K. James 
|. we were under no ReſtricNons, as tro matters of Trade more 
than they, cxcept asto the Exportation of Wool, ' and a few o- 
| ther things of Eng/r/þ Product; and fo we continu'd till the Re» 
ſtoration, when King Charles ||. -and the Engliſh did very upgrate- 
ſuily lay ſu-h Preciuſtons and Reſtrictions upon us, contrary to 
the Laws, relating to the Poſtnatr, by the 12th of Car: 2. for the 
*ncouraging axd increaſing Shipping and Navigation, and the 15 Car: 
2. for the encouraging of Trade; by which we are pur in the ſame 
Circumſtances, as to Trafhick with France and ZEfolland, and ina 
worſe Cendition than /re/2nd, that is a Conqueſt ; which is fo 
much the more unreaſonable, fince- we are always involy'd and 
ingagd inthe Wars berwixt Fng/and and other Countries : *And 
rh6ſc with whom chey have _ frequent Wars, being Holland 

and 
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and France, the only ewo Nations with whom the Scers have a!- 
moſt any Commerce, our Trade muſt of neceſſity fink, during 
fuch Wars, whereavs Eng/and hath ſtill a great Trade to other 
parts of the Worid ; and by this means we are forc'd to be ſhar- 
ers in theic Troubles, tho they will not allow us to partake of 
their Profics, nor flutter us to take any mealarcs to procure ſuch as 
we may call our Own. 

Ie is plain from the Inſtance of Darien, and the Proclamations 
in the. Erg/i/þ American Colonies, againl(t their Subjedts Enter- 
raining any Commerce with our Settlement there, that by the 
Union of th: Crowns, upon the preſent footing, we are in a worle 
Concinon than ever; For when any thing happens wheteir the 
Inteceft of Exg/.md feems to be contrary ro Ours, : it is certainly 


carricd agammit us, and we are left without Remedy : So thatin 

this reſpect, we are i1 a worſe Condition than any Forreigners, | 
with relation to Zrg/aznd ; for if a Foreign People diſcover any þ

To the Weſt ward of the Promoatary, at the: Entrance, of the.

Harbour. Golrlen /{[and is rocky and ſtecp a'l round, except At 
the landinz place 03 the Sourh tide, fo that it 15 naturally for- 
tify'd. The Land of the /hmns over agiinſt ic tothe 5, LE. is an 
exccilent fruitful Sol. Veſt of this If]and lyes the latgelt of the 
theee, being ſwampy 21d covered with Maingroves. To the 
North 6f theſe iyes the [ind of Pires, cover'd with tall Frecs, 
fit for any ul2. From the point again! thele Iflands for three 
L:agucs Wellward, rhe Shoare is guirded with Rocks, 10 that 
2 Boar cannot Land; butatthe N W. endo the Rocks, there's. 
a very good Harbour, and goo. Riding, as has been taid, in 
all Winds, by tome or other of rhole iflands, which with the ad - 
jacent Shore, make a lovely Landskip off at Sen. The Chanvel 
Letwixt them and the \thmus is reno, three. and four miles Braad, 
and navigable from end to end ; and the Ground oppoſite to them with» 
in Land an F:xceiicut Soil, and a continued Forreſt of fately 
Timber-trees.

The 
Country on th:5 {;d2 as one the ether, 15 0N! cominued Forreli ; 
and forms a Zav cali'd rhe Bay of Panaina, abounuing with fine 
I3ds, and atfording g503 Riaing for Sh1p3. Taz Fork Ot tae 
Injand Country, is for the malt part a black fruitiul Mold. 
The Weather 1s much the fame as in other places of the I ors 
9 P05 in this Latitude, bat inclining to the wet Extreme, for 
two thirds of the year, the Rains beginaing n April.

They have abuadance/of-Plantains ſerin Walks, which make ve- 


ry delighttul Groves,and yield an excellenrFruir, and being green * . 


and ſappy, are cut down with ene ſtroke of an Ax, They have 
alſopleaty of Bonanoes another ſort of Plantain, which eats beſt 
| raw. as the Plantain does boil'd. They have prear ſtore of that 
| excellent Fruit call'd Pine-24pptes, which taſtes hike a Mixtnre of 
all delicious Fruites ,. and: ripens at all ttmes of the Year. They 
have alſo Prickle-pear, which is a very good Fruit ; and! Sugar: 


Canes. of which they make no other ufe but ro ſuck our the juice. 


The Mako Tree, of which they make Ropes, Cables for Ships,and 
Nets for Fiſhing. The Calabafh whoſe Shells ferve for Cups and 
other occaſions, is curiouſly painred ; the ſweet (ſort of 'em is eat- 
able, and the bitter fort Medicinal. They have alſo Gourds of 
the like naturs. There is a plant called'S:/þ Graſs, which reſem- 
bles-our: Flaggs: this they beat into ſtrings like fine Flax, much 
ſtronger than our Fiax or Hemp; of theſe they make Ropes, Cor- 
dage of all ſorts, Nets tor imall Fiſh ; and the Spaniards and o- 
thers uſe it for Shoemakers Thread, Storkins, and a ſort of Lace. 
They have a Tree cajiled Lightwood, as large as'an Elm, bur {o 
light, that a Man may carry 4 great quantity of it on his back. 
It is in ſubſtance like Cork, and made uſe of by the Indians for 
Rafcers to. go to Sea, or paſs Rivers. They have-a Tree call'd 
Whitewvod, of a finer Grain, and whiter than any Faropcan Wood 
and fit for inſaying. They have - Tamarind, Locuſt-Tree, © Baſtar4 
Cinnamon, Bamboes, and Maingrove Trecs in plenty. They have

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 Shrubsthar bear ſtore of Pepper, of two ſorts, ealted beti pepper, 
and bird Pepper. ” | 
Mr. Water, to whom we owe. this-Defeription, takes notice of 
a Redwood, ' whereot there grow great quantities on the Northern 
' Coaſt; the /udians make uſe of it for dying, and mix 2 kind of 
Earth they have with it, It makes a bright alofly tively Red, which 
no waſhing can ferch our again This ws iuppole to. be the Nie + 
ragua Weod. Thcit Roots arc Potatoes, Yams, and Callava;of 
the laſt of which they make Bread. They have likewife Tobace 
co, but don't underſtand the planting and manuring of it; it 1s not 
{o ſtrong as that of Virgmza. | 
Their Bealts are the Peccary, and Warce a kind of wild Hogs, 
which are very good Mear. They have confiderable Gore of 
Deer, and Rabbics, and great Droves of Monkeys, which are ex- 
traordinary fat and good to ear. They have an Infed calt'd a 
Soldier, ſome what reſembling a Crab, which fecds upon what falls 
from the Tree, is a delicious Meat, and yeelds an Oyl that is an 
excellent Salve. They have no Exropean Cattle. 

Their Birds are the Chicaly Chicaly, - which makes a noiſe ſome- 
what like a Cuccoo, is a large Bird, has Feathers of divers Co- 
lours very beautiful and {ively, whereof the Natives fometimes 
make Aprons. This Bird keeps moſtly on the Trees, feeds on 
Fruit, and 1s pretty good Mear. The Quam feeds in the (ſame 
manner, his Wings aredun, his tail dark, ſhorf, he is much pre- 
ferable ro the other for Meat. There's a Ruffet-co/our'd Bird,relem- 
bling a Partridg,runs moſt on the ground, and is excellem Mczar. 
The Correſou is a large Fowl as big as aTurky, and of a black c2- 
lour. The'Cock kasa Fine Crown of yellow Feathers og his Hcay, 
a"d Gills like a Turkey, they live on Trees, and eat Fruit. They 
ſing very gdeiightfuily, and are fo well imitared by the Indzavs, 
thatthey diſcovertheir haunts by it. They are very gnod Mcat, 
bur their Bones make the Dogs run mad, and arc therefore hid 
Eom them by the /adiavs. They have abundance of DR 206 
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fize and ſhape much like thoſe ef Famatca, they are very ood 


Meat; their Para#ztes are moſt of them green, and go in large 
fights by themſelves. They have Macaw Birds; which are as big 
again as Parrots, and refemble them in ſhape, they have a Bil 
like a .Hawk, anda buſhy tail with cwo or chree ſtragling feathers, 
either red or Þlue; bur thaje of the Body, are of a lovely blue, 
green and red; the /ndians tame thoſe Birds, and reach them co 
ſpeak, and then terting them zo into the Woods amongſt the wild» 
ones, they will return of their own accord to the Houſes : they 
exactly imitate the Voice and (inging of the /ndiars, and call rhe 
Chicaly in its own Note, It is one of the pleaſanteſt B.rds in the 
World, and it's Flefh ſweer and well taſted. They have alſo 
Woodpeckers Which are pied [I1ke our Magpies,and have longClaws 
that they climb up Trees with; they are not ple afant to ear. They 
have plenty of Dunghit-foul reſembling thoſe of Europe,and their 
fleſh and Eggs as well rafted as ours. Abour the Sambalces they 
have great (tore of Sea foul, and particufarly Pelicans, which are 
large Birds, having Legs and feet like a Gooſe, and a Neck like 
a Swan, the feathers are grey. It has a bag under its throat, which 
when fill'd, is as large as a Man's two fiſts; and when dry, will 
hold a pound of Tobacco; they feed upon Fiſh, and the Young 
ones are good Meat, They have Cormorants reſembling Ducks 
tor ſize and ſhape, are of a black colour, have a whice fpor on the 
Breaſt, and pitch ſometimes on Trees and ,Shrubs by the Watcr 
they arc too rank to be eaten. They have abundance of Seazpul!s 
and Pycs, which are pretty good Mear, bur ear fiſhy, which 15s 
cur'd by burying 'em eight of ten hours in the Sand with their 
feathers 01. They have flying Infe&s too, and among others Bucs, 
which form their Hives on trees; and irs obſerved, char chey never 
ſling any Body : the Natives mix the Honey with Water, and fo 
drink it, but know nor the uſe of the Wax. They have ſhining 
flies, Which in. the night time reſemble Glow-worms, 
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Deſcription of Darien. = 
Their 6ſh are thie Tarpum, which cars like Salon; fome of 'm 
weigh 50 or 60 pound, they afto:d good Oyl. They have Sharks 


and another F:th that reſembles a Shark, but much better Meac. 


The Cavally is much of the ſize of a Maccarel, and very pood mear. 
They havea fith called 0/4 Wives, which is alſo very goou 'o cat 
Their Paracods are as large as a well grown Pike, and very gocd 
Meat, but 1n ſome places potionous, which are-diſtinguith'd by 


the Liver: Their Gar-fiſh is good Mear, they have a long bone. 


* oa their Snour, with which they will ſometimes pierce the {ide of 
a Canoe, They have alſo Scuipins, a prickly fiſh, which when [trip'd, 
is very good Meat. They have likewiſe Scring-rays, Parrot-fiſh, 
Snooks, Conger-cels, Conchs, Perriwinkles, Limpirs, S:a-crabs, 
and Craw-fiſh, and other ſorts whoſe names we know not, that eat 
very well. | : 


The inhabitants are moſt numerous on theNorth of the [?kmus; ' 


the Men uſually five or fix Foor hight, clean Lim'd, Big-bon'd, 
handſomely ſhap'd, nimble, Active, ard Run well. The Wo- 
men are ſhort and thick, and not fo lively as the Mcn, the 
young Women Plump, well thap'd, and have a brisk Eye : both 
Sexcs have.a round Viſage, ſhort Bottle Noules, large and grey 
Eyes, high forehead, whice even Tecth, thin Lips, pretty large 
Mouths, well. proportion'd Cheeks and Chins, and in g nerall 
Handſome, but the Men cxceed the Women. Borh Sexcs have 
ſtre ght long laonk black Hair, which they generally wear down 
ro the middle of their Back. All other Hair but that of their Eye- 
brows and Eyc-lids they pull up by the Roots, cut eft the Hair, 
of their H-ads, and paint themſelves black by way of Triumph, 
when they kill a Spantard. Their natural Complexton is a Cop- 
' per Colcur, and their Eye-brows black as jet. There are ſome 
among them of both Scxes, which bear the Proportion of two 
or three to a Hundred, who are milk #hite, and have ail their 
Bodics cover'd over with a milk white Dowp,; their Hair is of 
the ſame Colour, and very fine, about ſix or E ght Inches iovg, 
; an 
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and inclining to Curl. 7hey arc 8 
Indians, and rheir Eye lids point downwards in form of a Crefs 
cent : they don't fee well in the Sun, their eyes being weak and 
running with water if the San ſhine upon them, thercfore they 
are called Moon cy'd. They are weak and ſluggiſh in the day. 
"time, but in Moon ſhiny nights all life and a@tivity, and run as 
' faſt thro the Woods by night, as the other /nd4ians do by day. 
They are not fo niuch reſpeAted as the other /ndiavs, but look'd 
opon as monfirnous. The Natives go naked both Mcn and Wo- 
. men, only the Men have a thing like an Extinguiſher of Silver 
or gold plate tycd round their midd{e to cover their Yard,and the 
- Women tyc a piece of Ctoath before them, which comes as low 
as their Knee; but they uſe none of theſe Precautions till they 
come to the years'of puberty: "the M<embcrs that have not thoſe 
Extiogniſhers, make ufe of a picce of Plaintain Leaf gf a Conick 
Figure. Ihey arc in general-a modeſt and cleanty People, and 
have a value for Cloaths if they had them. The berter {orc have 
long Cctron- Garments fitzp't like Carmens Frocks, which thay 


uſe on ſolemn Occaſions, as atrending the King or Chief, &c 


for an Ornament to the face, beſides their general painting and 


daubing, the Men-wear a piece of Plate hanging over. their 
Meuths, and the Chicf of themrhave it of Gold. Ir is of an Oval 


form, and gently pinching the Bridle of the Noſe with irs points, 


hangs dangling from thence as iow as the under Lip ; and inſtead 
of this the Woman wear a Ring throthe Bridle of the Noſe: they 
lay them aſide ar their Feaſts. They |:;kewife wear Chains of 
recth, Shells, Beads, or the -1ke; rhe hea1i-r they be, they rec- 
kon them the more ornamental. 7hezr Houſes ly moſtly ſcattering, 
and always hy a River fide. but inſome places they are (o many as to 
form a Town or Village. Their Walls are made up of Sticks, and dauZ- 
ed over with Earth: The Fire is in the middle of the Houſe, and 
the Smoke goes out at a hole in the Roof, they are not divided into 
Stories or Rooms, but into Zovelr; © every one bas a Hammock fer a 
Bed 
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Ek Ft in one of theſe [Tovels. They have no Doors, ſhelves, or ſeats, > 
ether than Logs of Wood. Every Nerghhourhood has a Warehouſe of. 
130 foot long, the fides and ends full of Hales, whence they ſhoot their, 
Arrows on the approach of the Spaniards. In their Plantations they. 
ſet ſo much Plantain, Maiz, Dc, as ſerves their occaſions: They likewiſe 
make Drink of Maiz, which they forment by Grazns of the ſame chewed- 
in their Mouths » They have alſo another ſort of Drink, which they 
make of Plautains, Moſt of the Drudgery is performed by the Women 
with great cheerfulneſs, being, very well conditzon'd. and dutifyl to their, 
Finsbands,. wha are otherways very endulgent to them. and their Chil- 
dren. TheVVomen waſh the Mother and Child in a River within an 
hour after their Delivery. The Boys are bred to the Bow, Hunting. 
and Fiſhing, &c, in which they are mighty dexterous ; and the Girls. 
belp the Women in dreſſing their Victua!s, weaving,m. king Cotton Cloth, 
Cordage, Nets, &c. and the Men make Baskets very neat, dying the 
Materials firſt with lively Colours. . They allow Poligamy, but puniſh 
Adultery with Death of both Parties: They puniſh 7heft aljo with death; 
and Fornication with thruſting a Briar up the Man's Tard, whereof 
tbey commonly die; the Fats mult be prgven by Oath, which is a ſwears 
ing by their Tooth. . 

When they Marry, the Rather ornearelt Kinſmaii keeps the Bride 
privatly in his own Appartments the firſt ſeven Nrgbts, and then ſhe 
is deliver'd to her Husbaud : . All the Neighbours for ſome M les 
round, are Invited” to a great Feaſt, and bring Proviſions with 

. them), . The Fathers of the young Couple. bring them forth in their. 
hands, and the Bridegrogms:Father makes a Specch ; then he 
dances abour in Antick Geſtures, tiil all on a (wear, when he 
kneels down, and givcs- his Son ro the Bride, her Father alſo 
having oanc'd himſelf into .a ſweat,iand preſenting her to the 
B:idegroom:- 10 the ſame manner ; then they. rake cach other by 
the Hand, and fo the Ceremonie Concludes. After this all the.

The Women accompany them likewiſe in their hunting Expeditt- 
ons, Which ſorgetimes laſt 20 Days : They tic their Hamocks 
berwixt two Trees cover them with Plaotain Leaves, and have 
Fires all N:ght by their Hammocks : Such of their Prey as they 
take a Hunting, and deſign to keep for Furuce ute, they Barbe? 


cue'in the Wooaas ; and whar they make uſe of for preſent Suſ- 


taingnce, they mix With Roots, Plantain, Bonatoes, and Pepper, 


and ſtew it together till it be brought ro a Pulp; which they

Wind is. None of the:Erg/i/h Authors take notice of their Wor» 
ſhip or Religion, but give an account that they Pawaw, or con- 
ſult the Devil to know Faturities; And: it would ſeem they are 
as \jgnorant in matters of Phyſick: and Chirurgery, ſince when 
they would-let a patient Blood, they fet him Upon the Bank of a 
River, and With a little Bow, and ſmall Arrow, gag'd that it 


may enter no further than our Lancers, they ſhoot as faſt as chey. 


can at ali parts of the Patient's Body ; and if they chance to hit on 


a Vein, vhat the Blood ſpurs out 2 little, they teſtify *their Joy*- 


by antick Danccs..

fair ſandy Bay, 3 Leagues W. off the Gulf of Darien ;- upon which two 
Canaes, with ſeveral Indies, came on Board, were very free with 
our Men, told them they had been loug Expetled, -and were very webs 
come : Our Men gave them Jome old Fats, Looking-glaſſes and Knives, 
wh which they were extremly well plear'd, and ueut of. When our 
Ships flood furtber into the Bay, they jaw about- 10 lgdians draws up 
on the Shoar, being Arm'd with Bows aud Lances ; upon which s Boat 
being ſeut aftoar, and waking a fignal of Peace, they un/trung their 
Bows, talk'd Familiarly, and told our Meu that two great Captains 
| would in a little time come on board our Ships. Acco: dengly' on:No= 
vember 2d ix the morning Capt. Andreas, on of therr Princes, accom. 
 pained by 12 Men, came on board, and ast'd their buſſmes ; Fe was 
' Anſwered, that we came to live among them. aud Trade with them, 
and would afford them yeur Eurogean Commodities, Cheaper then any 
ether People. : : He ail'd if we were Friends or Enemies to the Spa- 
| niards; and was av{wered that we were at peace with all men, aud 
_ would wake war upon no mau, except they injur'd us. He took us for 


South Sea, and commended them as men of valewr. . We heard that 
part of his Diſcourſe with very much coutdn:ſ1, and: t0.d bim we came 
82 no ſuch defigne as theſe men did, but had Awtherity for what we 
undertook. We treated him ciully,. gave him a Hat lac'd with Gald, 
and (ome Toys : and ſo he parted, promifeng in a little time to come 
again ; whech he accordingly did, and brought Don Pedro, *another of 
their Princes or Captains, with him. Captain Andreas way freer 
with us than at firſt, plainly own'd that he took us for Buccaneers; and 
complain'd that ſome Engliſh-men of that ſort, had' after great pree 
- tences of Friendſhip, carried off fome of their People, aud thenefore 
Don Pedro would not came aboard us,. till be had farther a(ſwame 
of us. | 
| ; $-> ER Andreas is 2 perſon of {mall ature; he affects rhe 
Spaniſh Gravity, as having been often amongthema the Mines a

came ts an Anchor in 2 


Buccaneers, and told us he knew Capt. Swan and Capt. Davis in the 
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Santa Maria, Panama, &c. and formerly had a Commiſion under 
Mem as Aa Captain, upon Which he values himſelf above others : 
The French hate him Mortally, becuuie of ſomething he did a» 
oainft ſame of their Nation formerly. When hz came onboard 
us, he had a fort of a Coat of red looſe Stuff, an old Har, a pair 
Drawers, but no Stockings nor Shoes ; and the reſt that came 
with him were all naked, excepting heir Penis, Which Was C2» 
yered by Extinguiſhers, as formerly menrtiond. 

Upon further communing, Capt. Andreas was very wel! pieas'd with us, 
offered us what part of the Country we nould chuſe, and acc2yted n 
Commiſſion from us ; and at the ſame time we gave him a Basket lfilt- 
ted Sword, and a pair of Piſtols: uvon which he promiſed to defend 
45 to the laſt of his Blood. { 

Some of the Princes on this (ide the Iſthmus had been in Peace meh 
the Spaniards for [everal years, and ſuffered a few of them to refidle a» 
mong/t them, to give notice to Panama of what Ships came upon theſe 
Coaſts ; but upon ſame freſh diſguſt, about two months Before we arriv'd, 
Capt. Ambroſio, who is the moſt noted Prince among'(t tm, had o- 
blig'd them to enter into a common Alliance againſt Spain, and cut of 
ten Spaniards , who liv'd up1n Golden: Ifland. 

Toe Place where we arc (etled is 4 Miles Faſt of Golden-Tland, 
within a great Bay. We have 37 excelient Harbour, (urrounded 
with high Mountains, capabic of holding a Thouſand Sail Land- 


lock'd, and ſafe from al! Wizus and Tempeſts. The Mouth of 


the Harbour is about ran 'om Cannon-(hot over, torm'd by a Pe- 
1inſula on the one ſide, and a pornt of Land on the other. In the 
middle of the Entrance there 1s a Rock three foot 'above wearer, 
upon which the Sea breaks moſt terribly when the Wind blows 
hard ; and within the Points there is a {mall Rock thar lics a litrle 
under water. On both {tides theſe Rocks there's a very good wide 
Channel for Ships co come in: That on the Sourh-tide is three 
CaHleslon, and (even Fathom depth ; and thaton the North two 
Cables long. From the two outermoſt points the Harbour runs 
_ avay 
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away Eaſt a Mile and an half; and near the midle, on the Right 
hand, a point of Land ſhoots our into the Bay : lo that by raiſ- 
ing Forts on the taid Poinr,. on the Rack in the midle of the Eqn- 
trance, and the rwo outermoſt Foints, it will be the Strongeſt 
Ha:bour, both by Art and Nacure, that's in rhe known World. 
The Bay within 1s for the molt part 6 Fathom Waczr, and till you 
come. within a Cable's length of the thoar, three Fathom any an 
half: So that a Key may be built, ro which great Ships may lay 
their Sides, and Unioacg, . The Penixſw/a lies on the left hand, is 
a mile and an half in length, vcry ſteep, and high towards the 
Sex : ſo that it would: be very difficult for any Body to land, ill 
you come to the //thm:s where there's a (mall ſandyBay that little 
Ships may pur 1nto, bur is cali to be ſecu ed by a Ditch and a 
Fort, There arc icverat little Rivers of very goog Water thar fail 
Into the Bay ; and it abounds {o with excellent Fiſh, that we can 
with eaſc take more ran it's poſhble for us to deſtroy, having 
ſomecimes caught 140 at a Draught : amonglt others there be 7or- 
terſes, which ars excellent Mear, and ſome of them above 690 
Weight... 

The Peninſula was never inhavited , and is -cover'd all over . 
with Trees of various (orcs, as ſtacely Cedars, Brafil-wood, Lig- 
vim Vite, Box*wood, Fuſtick-wood, Yellow Sanders, Man- 
ihinel, &c. and the like forts, beſides otherg-, whoſe Names we 
know not. grow on the Continent ;and we doubr not of finding 
out the 'Nrcaragnua Wood ; We have found Cabbage trees, :the 
Fruic cf which eats like Collyfowers. 7he. Natives have ns Plans 
Zation wit! 34 $vo Miles of 6. 

We have a Watch Tower upon an high Hil! adjoining to our 
Jantation, avout a mile South of che Bay, from whence we can 
ice the Ships in the Bay, the Fort wg have raiſed on the Mouth 


of the Bay, 234 as far as the Mouth of the River Darren : VeA 


£2 {ce above thirty Miles Southward, and have a fine Prolpet 
of Gcloenr Hand, and the Ile of Pines, Weltward towards Perto- 
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bells, and Northward towards Jamaica. The Hill is about a 
M1ic in keighe; ſo that we can tee any Tu vie they come 
within ſome Leagues of the Harbour. We ComPpurz our feives 


to be abour 50 Leagues North cf cs 27 Hs mucn Sourch 
of Portotelio,. The four Indian Kings or Captains 90 this Coat, 
vitir us frequently in their Canoes : and the Nutves arc very 
kind co us, and fel! us Plantains, Fowls, &c. 'or Toys or 0:9 Shitc 
A French man Who hath married one of the Natives, iniorms us, 
that the Spaniards have Silver and Gold Mines on the 7thmus 
which we might make our (elves Maſters of witt a 109 Men ; 
So that if they commit Hoſtulicies upon us, as we hear th'y 
threaten codo,ir's not uniikely that we may viſit them. We foand 
ſome French Refugee: in the Country, who are willing to ſertle 
under us, and having been ſeveral Years in theic Parts, and nn- 
Jderſtanding the Language of the Natives, are very 'Ueful co us. 
We have ſcen ſome Sand in the Rivers, which looks as if it were 
mixt with Gold, and in {ome places the Earth ſcems to be ver 
much mixt with it: So that it's concluded, there's more Go!ld-duſt 
here, than in any part of G:ze. 

The [»dian Princes or Captains on this Coaſt, do ſomewhat 
reſemble our Heads of Clans in Scotland; and;by their Converſ: 
at times with tho Sparrards, and other European Nations, attect

Chriſtian Names, The firſt of theſe Princes we ſhall Name; is 
Captain Dzegs ; he commands from the bottom of the Gulph 67

| Petner wiih his Brother, commands from Golden [landto the Rt. 
' vert Praas, Their Command is greater than that of Pozo, but 
not io great as that of Diego. Theſe Princes are very ufctul to 
Vs, becaule of their Neighbourhood and Confſanguinity to one 
another, A 

Capr. Ambrefio commands from the River Pinar tothe Same 
Faors: He is a man of about 69 years of age, bur ftrong and 
vigorous, welliimb'd and of a ftern Countenance : he is a mor- 
tal Enemy to the Spaniards, with whom he hath had a longWar: 
he is eſteemed the bravelt of all the- /nd7/2y Captains. - His Sons 
inlaw Dox Pedro having been taken by the Spaniards, and kept 
by them as a Slave at Panam.i, he can never forget nar forgive it 
rliem: This young man is a great Friend to the French, who 
they are made to believe deſign to come and ſetrls among them. 
Ambrefio and his Son in Law preſt us much ro come and (crtie in 
their Dominions, and join with them to mak2 war on the $7.7- 
niards: We gave them fair Words, and promig'd ro come and 
view their Coaſts; which we accordingly did, and in our Way 
thicher, four Leagues Weſtward of our Settlement, we found an 
excellent Harbour, capable of 10900 Sail; but it cannot be de- 
tended without many Forts : Here the Privatcers uſcd to come 
and carcen. 

Capt, Ambrefio's Houſe Iyes about a Loague from the Water 
fide, on the bank of a River, having 12 letf:r houſes about it : 
When we drew near it, he advanced 50 paces to mect us, being 
attended by 29 men in white looſe Frocks with Fringes round 
t16 bottom, and arm'd with Lances. Hz faluted us kindiy,: and 
2376 Us a Calaba(h of Liquor atmoſt hike Lambs-wool, made of 
{Indian Corn and Potatoes. His houſe is 99 foot long, 35 broad, 


and 39 in height,curiouſly thatch'd withPa/mertoRoyal,and over 
| cha! 
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that Cotton leaves, the floor is of firm Earth like 7arras, very 
ſmooth and clean. the ſides are compos'd of larg2 Cans, as thick 
a8 a Man's Leg. Inthis Houſe live 4m/ro72 3rd {11s Son in Law 
Don Pedro, with both their Families, confittizg of «bout 40 Per- 
jons. We ſaw Ambrofro's Grandmother there, who is 129 years 
2!d, and yet was very aQtive in getting things realy for our Eqn- 
certainment, fhe has 6 Generations de{cendcd from her now in 
the Houſe with her, the People live here to 150 and 160 ycars 
of age; bur thoſe that converie much with Zuropeans, and drink 
ſtrong Dctnk, don'tlive fo long. 

From the Samba/es to the River of Concettion, the Countiey is 
commanded by one Corbet; who is altogether inthe French inte- 
reſt, he having contracted a Friend(hip with their Privarcers ſeven 
years ago, and done them many good Ofttces. 7i:zy promiſed 
ro reward him if he would go ro Petit Cravus, and in his way 
chither he was taken by an Erg/i/þPrivatzer,& carticd toF.rmaten, 
whence the Governor of Petit Guavys pot him rel2us'd.” He was 
wich Point; at the taking of Cartagena, and has a Commillion 
from the French to be General of all the French and [adian For- 
ces on that Coalt, and to take, ſink, and dc{troy Spaniards or any 
other Enemies. . Yet thz French themſelves, and the ſenſible part 
of the Indians, don't put any Confidence in lim; and Ambrofo 
who is the braveſt cf all thule [ndtzs Capinins, eps him in aw 
and within bounds. ” 

Next to Corbe?t, there's another of th:ir Captains call'd Nicole, 
who is ſaid tobe a wile, brave and good narur'd Prince, infomuch 
that the /:dzans had a mind co have {ct him up inſtead of 4mbre- 
fo, whois of a rugged military temper: But 4mZ3ro/7o's Authort- 
ry and Power 1s fo great, that thcy did noc find it practicable. Nz- 


cola is a mortal Enemy to the Sy.ntards, and can never entertain. 


a good thought of them. fince the Governor of Porto Bello rob'd 
him of a curious Fulce that had been preſented him by ſome of cha 
Buccancers; and being out of Crdcr, he ſcat it hither to be mend- 
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ed ; upon which the Governac raking a liking to it, kept it r9 
himſelf; and lent Nicela another forry picce inſtead of ir. 

Since we came hither, there bave teen an Eng/i/h, a Dutch,and 
a French Stip 1a our B:y, The Fuzlith Sh p was Capt. Leiz in 
the Rupert Prize ; he had been in the.Gu fo U:raba, bur he am- 
ſelf and his Men ownd, that they h FE 397 then bzen athore there. 
He hath ſome way or other d:iobiig'y the Captains Ambro/rc and 
Diego. Tho we created him with all, poil:5le Civiity, vet we 
are ſince inform'd that he hath ben a days Journy into the Gulf, 
and endeayour'd to incenie the {ydrans againſt us, telling thera 
that we were Privatceers, ard thar the King of England would not 
proteRt us. He lett ſome Men in the Bay, who. have ſince kill'd 
a Spant = and came to us for Arms and Ammyailion, bur 
 wetold them w2 could nat grant them any, and that they had 

> Wat they "ol nor iuttify, We gave them however what 
was neceſſary for firting up a Boat ; and as 2 reward, -they in- 
tic'd away the Carpcnicr and Mute of orc of aus Ships cail'd 
the Unicorn. 

The Dutch $:: Ip :11& Cain nither was afraid of the Spaniih Bar- 
[avento. Feet, and put in here we protectinn, that Fleer having 
made pr1Z2 of another Dutch Chip of 32 Guns, and of two Fr 

2/1ſh Sloops for Trading on thoſe Coaſts. 
The Frexch Ship that put in hers, was that which was ordcr'd 
to carry back th? Church-plate, &c. te Carthazena, did afrer- 
wards buige cn a Rock, and was cali avay in our Harbour, We 
{av'd all cheir lives, and Capr. Pennicoot our Commodore cndan- 
ger'd his own Lite co ſave that of rhe Frevch. Capiain., He in- 
form'd us, tnat the French had 4 Men.of War of 55 Gans cach, 
who thinking we had a deſign on the River Mifi/7-p4, were gone 
10the Gull of Zexico in quzit of us. The French have beenvery 
:640ricus in cultivating their Incereſt, both wun the Natives, 
2nd Spar: ras in this pait of America, and doubt not of having. 
2 500d ſhare in thoſe Countries after the King of £pain's D:2th.. |

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They have got a great Intereſt with Captain Anbrels by 
means of his Son-in Law Don Pedro, whom they Carrcls 6 Saf 
ly, and defizn'd ro have carricd him to Petit Gravas, and frim 
thence into France, to aquaint the Freoch King with the far cur- 
able Sentiments the Indraas have encertaind -of the French, ard 
of their dachen to furrender themliclves into his Majeſty 

This has bccn projected by the French a long time, hur the 

King of Spains indiſpoiitior, and their pretences to tac Crown 
made them refer it; and Ty no doube but our Sertiemzne will 
quicken thoſe Reſolutions. Captain Andreas Q3pr Pedro his Bro- 
ther, Capt. Dzego, and Capt. Pou/zo. our Netghbours, bave no 
manner of Corre{pondenee with the French. The Letrer hath ac- 

tainted us, that there are ievera{ Gold Mines within twa Miles 
of our Settlement, which he hath promiſed ro ſhew us; and he 
nath actually ler us fee {everai Samples ol fine Gold. 

This bcing the Subſtance of {everal Journals, that were ſent 
com cur Colony in Dieu, Upon their firſt Settlement there , 
we hope its ſufficient of it {elt ro ſatisfie our N-ighbours in Eng” 
land, of the Juſtice of our Caule, of the equity of cur Proceca- 
ings, of the tru2 Reaſon wiiy the French arc fo mnch our Ene- 
mi2s in this marter, of the greatnels of the prov i thar has 
put 13 3n Poſlciſion of that poſt, and that it is F»7 and; latereſt 
to join With and protect 23, by which th2 Deſigns of che French 
again(t Europe 1n genera!, Ind Grear Bri#ai#-in particular, may 
vs Defeated, and the E»7/:!/h Wefte[ydies Trade fecur'd.
